The Seramble Over the Offices Between the Republi- 
ean W ings.

WasuHinoton, January 11.—The house con- 
tinues its discussion of the shipping bill, with 
chances in favor of the defeat of the free 
ship amendment, and the passage of the bill 
in the shape best suited to the rich ship 
builders of the north.

_ THE BURNT HOTEL. 


THE HORRIBLE SCENES OF THE 
MILWAUKEE FIRE, 


The Origin of the Five—The Seenes from the Windows 
~The Terrific Attempts at Escape—Dashed 
Againstthe Pavement—Incidents of the 
Flames—A Hereic Fireman—Etc. 


Mitwackesr, January 12.—The sensation 
over the Newhall tragedy is still, as deep and 
as bitter as ever. On the fatal night the snow 
had been falling steadily, silently weaving a 
shroud for many—hew,,many nobody caa 
ask without a shudder on beholding, what is 
left of one of the largest hostelries in the 
northwest. At 3:47 o’clock, an alarm of fire 
was turned in from box 4389, corner of Vleit 


building, had seen from their quarters a light 
smoke coming from the attics of the Newhall 
house. It was scarcely noticed until the gen- 
eral alarm was tured in, when they saw to 
their horror that almost the entire south front 
ofthe Newhall house was a sea of flames, 
A few of the unfortunate’ inmates 
gained the front entrance on Michigan street, 
although many might have been saved if some 
immediate attempts at systematic rescue had 
been made. 


THE CONFESSION. 
The halls of the hotel were thescene of 
the wildest confusion, Men, women, 


and children rushed up and down the halls 
in the dense, suffocating smoke, avoiding the 
blinding flames and roaring blaze, and in 
their frantic efforts rushing by the stairways 
and windows leading to the fire escapes, 
stumbling ever bodies lyiug unconscious on 
the carpeted walks, only to join soon the 
many prostrated forms whom a kind fate had 
touched with the dark wing of the messenger 
of death—unconsciousness. Men whoin the 
daily walks of life bave been accounted 
heartless and unfeeling wrung their 
hands in despair, running about utterly be- 
wildered, exclaiming ‘‘My God! My God! 
My God! This is horrible!’ Then a black 
object would appear on the outside of a win; 
dow, driven out by the smoke and flame, a 
piercing scream would rend the morning air, 
and a heavy thud would announce that a 
human being had dropped from the d zzy 
height to a death on the pavement below. A+ 
one time there were six persons hanging from 
one window:sill at the fifth story, at thesame 
time crying in agony for belp that could not 
be rendered them. One after another loosed 
their grip and met their fate. 
‘HE DRSERVED SUCCESS. 

One man, by letting himself down at arms 
length from a fifth-story window, put his 
foot through a window below, and reached 
the fourth floor in safety. This operation 
was repeated until the third floor was reached, 
each point gained in the progress of bis 
descent being greeted with encouraging 
cheers from the bystanders. As he was 
putting his feet through the top of the 
second-story window his hands slipped from 
the sill above, and. with a wild shriek of des- 
pair he fell backward, turning over several 
times, and striking the pavement on his 
head. He was mangled beyound recognition. 
Another man jumped from a fifth-story win- 
dow, struck the bebegeap™ wires on Michigan 
street, bounded up, and came down a man- 
gled mass of flesh and bones. A number of 
people dropped out of different stories on the 
jumping-canvass, but in the majority of cases 
they were killed or sustained injuries from 
which there is little hope of recovery. Du- 
ring the progress of the fire two men appear- 
ed atan upper story, and, as they looked 
down upon the scene below, the floor of the 
room gave way, and with an agonizing shriek, 
they fell backward into the vortex of flames. 

DEEDS OF HEROISM 

While these scenes were enacted on the 
Broadway and Michigan sides of the building 
great horrors were being enacted in the alley 
in the rear. The servants’ rooms were in the 
northwest quarter of the building, remote 
from the place in which the fire was raging; 
but all means of escape by the stairways were 
cut off by the flames. As the terrible roar- 
ing and crackling of the flames struck upon 


eight of them followed each other in leaping 
from the dizzy height tothe ground in the 
alley. The jumping canvas was on hand, 
but it was powerless in the. conflict with 
death, and was clotted over 
with the victims’ blood. At this 
juncture the cool headed hero of the day, ap- 
peared upon the top of a building directly 
opposite the servants’ quarters, with a ladder 
in his hand. For amoment the long, un- 
wieldy thing was poised in mid-air, and then 
descended with a crash through a window of 
the hotel. It formed a bridge across the. 
alley, and before it became hardly in its po- 
sition the brave man had crossed over into 
the hotel; and then amid the cheers of the 
multitude below, the man dragged the help- 
less creatures across the slender bridge, until 
fully a dozen were rescued. They were all 


of them in their night-clothes, 
and many wore badly frozen _ before 
they could be taken to _ shelter. A 


woman, in a faint, unable to help herself in 
any particular, was dragged across the ladder, 
At one time the whole of her body was hang- 
ing clear of the ladder, while the brave man 
held her by one of her ankles. The crowd 
below held their breath in suspense, expect- 
ing every moment to see the ladder turn or 
break beneath the terrible strain. The man, 
however, was equal to the emergency, and, 
by a herculean effort, pulled her upon the 
slender bridge, and finaliy placed her out of 
danger. The crowd, which had endured the 
most painful suspense for fully ten minutes, 
burst forth with round after round of ap- 
plause. The name of the hero is Herman FP. 


Strauss, truckman of truck No. 1, 
HAIRBREADTH ESCAPE, 


A story of hairbreadth escape from a ter- 
rible death is related by Lizzie Augland, one 
of the dining-room girls. She awoke and 
heard a noise about 4 a. m. She awakened 
her room-mate, Mollie Conners, and the two 
girls hastily dressed and attempted to descend 
by the stairway, only to find themselves 
facing a sheet of flame. Miss Conners, terri- 
bly frightened, screamed out: ‘‘My God! 
Lizzie! we can’t get through there.’”’ Lizzie 
replied: ‘We must get through or perish.”’ 
With this Lizzie rushed through the flames 
and succeeded in reaching the office floor, 
where she fell insensible. She was terribly 
burned about the neck, the lower portion of 


the face, her arms, and limbs between 
her feet and knees. Her injuries, 
though severe, are not fatal. 


On the body of Mr. Van Loon was found 
$25,000 in bonds. 

D. G. Power, a well known inventor anu 
real estate man, who came to Milwaukee in 
1851 and had for some years been a resi- 
dent of the Newhall house, is among the 
dead. He was in many respects a most re- 
markable man. 

Judson J. Hough, of Peoria, Ill., who had 
both legs broken and received other internal 
injuries by jumping from a fifth-story window 
into the canvas held by the firemen, died at 
the central! lice station. Mr. Hough was 
visiting the family of Allen Johnson. He was 
a special agent of the Northwestern National 
fire insurance company of this city, and 
leaves a wife and four children. He was about 
40 years of age. There was a touching scene 
when he tried to tell the bystanders where be 
lived. He spelled out the words “P-e-0-r-i-a, 
w-i-f-e, b-a-b-y!”’

FLOODED EUROPE. 


THE DESTRUCTIVE RISING OF THE 
‘ VALLEY RIVERS. 


The Bhine,the Main, the Vestula, the Danube, and 
Other Streams Carrying Death and Destruction 
Down their Courses—The Sufferings of 
the People—Aid Called For—Bte. 


Berurn, January 12.—Between Christmas 
and New Year's the note of alarm was sounded 
in central Europe that the head waters of the 
Rhine, the Main, the Danube, the Inn, the 
Moldau, the Vistula, the Oder, the Elbe, the 
Theiss and Weser were rising, owing to the 
melting snow in, the Alps. There was alsoa 
heavy rainfall. Soon afterward the worst 
fears were realized. The districts bordering on 
these streams were inundated, and the floods 
which overflowed the banks laid tbe fields, 
vineyards and dwellings for miles under wa- 
ter, causing more destruction than the deluge 
of a month since. Throughout upper and 
lower Austria and Bohemia the thawings of 
the deep snow was very sudden, and numer- 
ous avalaches fell in Styria, blocking the rail- 
roads. By New Year's the Danube had over- 
flowed its right bank at Vienna, flooding the 
railway and station, and driving the officials 


into upper fleor of offices.. In some ‘towns 
deer took refuge among the houses, and quan- 
tities of game, roebuck, pheasants, hares and 
partridges drifted down the river. There is 
scarcely soy abatement as yet, the water 
standing 50@¢entimetres higher than its nor- 
mal level in Vienna, 668 in Pesth, and 678 in 
Pressburg. It is hoped that, if the dikes hold 
out, the worst is past. Linz and Pesth have 
suffered most among the larger towns, 75,000 
acres of land lying south of the latter bein 
entirely submerged. The country tolkeaaved 
their herds with difficulty, but left their 
houses to the mercy of the waters. The 
damage to property is serious everywhere, 
but the loss of life is not large. In Germany, 
especially in the Rhine provinces, the inunda- 
tions were more destructive than for 
many years. The city of Mayence is in a crit- 
ical position,, the water having advanced 
close to the wall and flooded the railroads. 
The entire plain between Mannheim and 
Worms is a great lake tem feet deep. Five 
villages have been destroyed and 250 poures 
have fallen. In the Reid district, near Werms, 
twelve villages have been nearly destroyed and 
600 houses collapsed. Ten thousand people 
are completely destitute. At Magnheim 
nothing is visible from the observatory but a 
sea of water, with a few trees and roofs. At 
Heidleberg the water has risen to the ceilings 
in the lower part of the town. ‘The authori- 
ties are supplying food from Worms to Boden 
heim and Lampertheim. At Bergstrasse, the 
Rhine burst through the dams and swept 
away houses and herds. All the streets of 
Cologne adjacent to the wharves are under 
water. The suburbs form: an extensive 
lake. Five hundred people are houseless. Be- 
low Cologne the little towns of Mulheimer, 
Werden and Warringen are entirely under 
water. In Freshenheim houses have fallen 
and furniture is floating about. The inhabi- 
tants in many cases are prisoners in their half 
submerged dweilings, and are threatened 
with famine. The Rhifie is now beginning 
to fall slowly, after remaining at its highest 
point for 24 hours. Thegrand dukes of Hesse 
and Baden are busying themselves with re; 
lieving the distress. Berlin and other towns 
have opened subscriptions, bu: the damage 
done and the misery catised are so enormous 
that public and private charity will be taxed 
to the utmost. The Russian government has 
already granted £25,000 for their relief, and 
the government of Hesse has given the same 
amount. The subscriptions in Prussia have 
reached £175,000. 

In Raab, Hungary, soldiers have been 
placed along the dykes to prevent the peo- 
ple from returning to their homes over the 
dangerous river. The repairing of the dykes 
has been impossible since the freshet set in. 
The whole Rhine valley is frozen over.

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THE GBORGIA ASYLUM. 


A Visit te the Lunatice—Sam Hill's Cell—The Unforta- 
nate Inmates. 
| From the Irwinton County, Ga., Appeal. 

The Georgia Lunatic asylum!—How terrib- 
ly grand the sound ofits name! But whata 
contrast is the real to the imaginary. No im- 
agination, however vivid can approach a de- 
scription of the grandeur and magnitude of 
the Georgia Lunatic asylum! Not long since 
the honor was conferred upon us by a tour 
through’ the ladies’ department of this drsti- 
tution, and we had for our chaperon Dr, Har- 
ris Hall, third assistant physician in charge. 
It would be impossible for us to narrate the 
items ofinterest that attracted our attention. 
Suftice to say they were various. The floors 
along the halls were bright as polished silver, 
while the walls on either side were festooned 
with bright, flowers, interspersed with pic- 
tures. Passing from one apartment to an- 
other our attendant explained briefly objects 
of interes’. We were admitted to the bath 
room, which we found complete. In this 
room the females can bathe, using at will 
cold or hot water. On either side of these 
nalis, are small, bed-rooms, allof which were 
in perfect order. Into one of these the doctor 
led us and called our attention to an iron lat- 
tice shutter hinged on the inside of the win- 
dow. This was to protect, or, rather, to 
avoid the execation of any violence that the 
inmate of the room might feel disposed to 
commit. We were also shown the late Sam 
Hill’s quarters, on the walls of which is a 
scienic display, executed -by that gentleman 
during bis continementthere. We were both 
surprised and pleased at sight. of this aruustic 
drawing and its interest was doubly intensi- 
fied by an allegorical description of its affects 
given us by our guide Dr. Hall. This histori- 
cal emblem.of injured innocence is sacredly 
preserved by the management asan interest- 
ing feature of the institution.. Leaving bere 
we were presented to a list of femaie, patients 
whose:mental condition has been greatly im- 
proved. Here the most perfect order prevail- 
ed, bright flowers, beautiful paintings spot- 
less walls, &c. Almost unconsciously we 
were ushered into a bright lighted parlor 
which was filled with beautiful young ladies. 
Seated ata piano ayoung lady played and 
sang mcst sweetly, while ashort distance 
away stood a bagatelle table. These and like 
amusements are furnished with®a view of 
dispelling the mind and in a degree improve 
the mental and physical condition of the pa- 
tients.. In the centre of the recreation 
grounds adjoining the main building is erec- 
teda splendid dance stand, in the use of 
which many of the patients take great pleas- 
ure. We were also shown several of the din- 
ing rooms all of which had the appearance of 
perfect arrangement and tidiness throughout. 
It being about supper hour for the inmates 
our attémtion was called tothe fare, being 
light bread and butter, syrup and coffee. 
We were informed that light suppers were 
tendered, but for breakfast and dinner the 
diet changed to articles more substantial. 
There are at present 979 inmates, 100 or 175 
more than the institution can very well ac- 
commodate, yet the task is performed with- 
out neglect of attention tothe least one of 
this long list. The new building consisting of 
500 rooms, will soon be completed, which 
will give4o the management better ficilities 
for a performance of their noble duties.

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SHORT TALKS WITH THE SCRIBES 
OF TH# COUNTY PRESS. 
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The Public Roads—Theo Necessity for Improvement— 
Tragic Death of an Aged Lady~—Fish Ponds, 
Good Farming end Child-Burning—S8ul- 
cide at Rives—Desth of a Convic’. 
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The improvement of our county roads is a snbject 
which the recent heavy rains has thrust into promi 
nence. Some years since Dr. Atticus G. Hay good, 
in aseries of letters to THE CONSTITUTION, forcibly 
presented the importance of good roads from 
various parts of -the country, making connection 
with the leading market centers of the state. While 
eo much attention has been devoted to railroad de- 
velopement, which is of benefit only in conn ecting 
the smaller trading points with the larger cities, the 
eountry roads, which is the only reliance of the iso- 
lated farmer ten miles distant, has been totally ne- 
glected. Even the limited laws we have 
on this subject are unsatisfactory. The 
roads are under the control of the county 
authorities, and with the conflicting ideas of rival] 
counti’s, and of en incompetent officers, the patch 
work done is valueless. What is wanted is a state 
system of publichighways, connecting all parts of 
the state with Atlanta, Macon, Savannah, Reme, 
Columbus. Americus, Albany, Gainesville, Griffin, 
Augusta, Madison and othes market centers. Such 
a system would work more improvement for the 
country at large than all the railroads -ever yet 
built. It would not only build up the towns, but 
by giving the wagoner an opportunity of reaching 
his market town and returning home on the seme 
day, wouldb uild up a prosperous farming commu- 
nity. The Columbus Times ably argues the im- 
portance of this question, and says: 

Thesame reason that brought the railroads into 
existence ought to bring the county roads iuto the 
best possible condition that can be made consistent 
with the pecessary cost. The railroad caris quick- 
er, greater in capacity, and cheaper as means of 
transportation than thé old wagous which it has 
superseded; and so, too, a well graded, well- 
draioed, and, if practicable, well graveled county 
road willbe found similarly superior to the old 
road.inold condition, with ruts, and holes, and 
steep hills, requiring four horses todo the work of 
one—and consuming a whole day when four or five 
hours, op a good road, would be ample. 
This is a serious question of economy, in which 
the interests of farmers are much more deeply in- 
volvedthan all farmers may — me

As long as self 
love isthe mainspring of human action, candidates 
will fight to win,and will “stoop to conquer’’ by 
doing things which their own consciences disap- 
prove of, and which they are ever after ashamed of, 
Butit is a great error to suppose that candidates 
are not as unutterably disgusted at the corrupt 
practices at elections, of which all lovers of law and 
order so justly complain, as the voters.

It would prevent the 
many barefaced frauds now perpetrated at prima- 
riex, and enable usto return to nominations, be- 
eause we could rely onafair election. lam con- 
firmed in this belief, by finding among the New 
York statutes a law of this kind. lam now draft- 
inga bill of this sort. Ifthetwo acts above de- 
scribed cannot be passed as general state laws, then 
I favor local acts of the same sort for Fulton 
county.

WHAT ONE MAN HAS DONE. 

On the 18th of July, 188], just oné year and a half 
ago, Dr. N. A. Pratt broke‘ground fora factory in 
Kirkwood, 

He had bought 85 acres of land—organized a com- 
pany—and was ready for work. The factory was to 
be built to make sulphurie acid out of the iron py- 
rites that lie scattered by the thousand tons over 
Georgia hills, Heretofore we had imported sulphur 
from Italy and elsewhere and distilled our sulphu- 
ric acid from that. Dr. Pratt proposed to utilize 
Georgia rocks, and held that they would yield sul- 
phuric acid cheaper than it could be reduced from 
sulphur. 

His theory has been proved true. The company, 
principally of Cincinnati capitalists, put $350,000 in 
the enterprise and has been richly repaid. Where 
one factory was started eighteen months ago five 
factories now stand: the cherical works and two 
fertilizer works, a cotton seed oil mill and copper 
reduction works, representing $900,000 of capital, 
of which half has been spentin plants and prop- 
erty, all on the 85 acres bought by Dr. Pratt. New 
enterprises are contemplated and those already up 
will be enlarged. 

This utilizing of boulders, that Georgians have 
stumped their toes against for a century,has proved 
so rich an investment, that Dr. Pratt has since put 
up extensive works in Nashvillefor reducing pyri- 
tes, and is now going to build even larger works in 
Alabama, when he will return and build new ones 
here. e - 

In addition to this Dr. Pratt is the man who dis- 
covered the phosphate beds in South Carolina, and 
pointed out the countless wealth buried there. He 
got up the company that bought thirty square miles 
of the phosphate beds, which are estimated to con- 
tain 2,000 tons to the acre. After getting out of this 
he builtin Charieston the first chemical works ever 
builtin the south, and now there are eight other 
works to keep it company.’ The.phosphate business 
has grown to be enurmous. a 

Who has been_a better pioneer in this intelligent 
development than Dr. Pratt? What brain has done 
more forthe south than this modest but brilliant 
scholar whose whole aim seems to be to build, and 
once ven ul, to seek new work. No better ar- 
gument could b@made for a practical school than to 
summerize, as we have done, the work of what one 
man of practical edu ‘ation has been able to do.

A Carload of Masons Ditched in the West—UCoaches 
Burned. 

Carro, Iil., January 12.—A’ passenger train 
on the Wabash road, which left here at five 
o'clock this morning, consisting of an engine, 
baggage car and two passenger coaches, con- 
taining about forty passengers, mostly 
Masons returning home from a meeting held

The Young Musician’s Schemete Escape the Law by 
Jelaing the Army a Failure. 
The readers of THE CoNSTITUTION will remember 
how Jules Soule, the leader of the Musical Union 
band, made his second departure from Atlanta sev- 
eral weeks ago to escape trial for alleged violations 
of the law,and how the young man joined the 
army at St. Augustine and defied the civil authori- 
ties. Governor Stephens did not submit quietly to 
such a proceeding, and by correspondence with the 
president, has succeeded in demolishing Soule’s 
plan for escaping trial, The following correspond- 
ence covers and explains the case, and an officer 
will be started at once to bring the fugitive back: 
EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT,§State of Georgia, At- 
lauta, Ga., December 28th, 1882.—To His Excellency 
Chester A. Arthur, President United States of 
America—Mr. President: I herewith inclose cop- 
ies of papers which may be relied upon as correct, 
and to which | ask your excellency’s careful atten- 
tion, and such action as you may deem proper in 
the premises. From the papers submitted it ap 
pears that heretofore to-wit: On the 16:h day of De- 
cember, 1882,an executive requisition was issued 
from this office, in pursuance of the act of congress 
of 17293, upon the governor of Florida, for the arrest 
ana return of one Jules Soule, a fugitive from the 
justice of this state, charged on affidavit with the 
crime of larceny after trust reposed. The aftidavit 
was in proper form, and Captain E. F. Couch was 
the duly appointed agent of this state to bear the 
requisition to the governor of Florids, and reeeive 


said fugitive from the authorities of that state. It 
further appears that the governor of Florida 
promptly complied with said requisi- 
tion, and issued his warrant for the 
arrest und rendition of the party accused. 


Jules Soule it wasascertained wasin St. Augustine, 
Fiorida, and the warrant was placed in the hands 
of the sheriff of St. Johns county, which embraces 
the ec ty of St. Augustine. But whenthe sheriff 
attempted to make the arrest he was prevented 
from so doing by the commanding officer of the 
miliiary postin said eity, upon the sole ground 
tliat Soule was an enlisted ian in the United States 
lorces under his command, and that he would not 
recognize the authority of either Florida or Georgia 
in delivering up Soule under the papers presented 
All of which clearly appears from the enclosed 
copies, 

Your exeellency will allow’me to say that the 
couduet of the commanding officer of the United 
States post at St. Augustine seéms to have been 
manifestly erroneous, and without a proper uuder- 
| standing of- his duty in the premises. 


Under the circumstances and in view of the facts 
stated, I deem it my duty to submit the whole mat- 
ter to your exceilency’s censideration for that 
redress, which under cur complex system of gov- 
erument,can be properly rendered only by the 
chief executive of the union. 

I respectfully invite your excellency’s attention 
to sections 5278 and 5279 o0f the revised statutes 
of the United States, and ask that you have 
the proper orders issued through the mil- 
channels, directing the commanding officer at 8t. 
Augustine to deliver up the said Sou) to the sheriff 
ef St Johns county, Florida, under the warrant of 
the governor of that state, issued in accordance 
with the requisition aforesaid, to be turned over 
to the sgent of this state duly authorized to receive 
him.
